Jobs at risk, fees set 
to rise in savings drive 


But ECDC plans council tax freeze to spare residents ‘greater strain’ 
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Hard times: up to 10 jobs could go at East Cambridgeshire District Council. Council leader 
Fred Brown, inset, said: “We cannot pay for things when we don’t have the money any 
more.” 
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JOBS at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council could 
be lost as the authority this 
week unveiled plans to 
save £2.6 million over the 
next four years. 

The Weekly News can reveal 
that up to 10 redundancies 
are on the cards - and that 
certain employees have been 
told they are at risk of losing 
their job. 

The news comes as council leader 
Fred Brown warned residents that 
the cash-strapped authority “cannot 
pay for things when we don’t have 
the money anymore”. 

He also announced that council 
committees will be re-organised, 
members’ allowances will be re¬ 
examined and that recruitment to fill 
vacant posts will be frozen. 

The measures could save the 
council more than £300,000 in staff 
costs. 

Council charges are also set to go 
up, with proposed hikes in licence, 
planning application and other fees. 

There will also be a review of costs 
associated with waste and recycling 


and reductions in community grants 
and support for voluntary groups. 

The announcement comes after 
the council was told it would rec¬ 
eived a cut of 17.8 per cent in its 
main Government Revenue Support 
Grant next year, with a further 11 per 
cent reduction in 2012 /13. 

But Cllr Brown plans to freeze the 
council tax rate for next year to help 
residents. 


The proposals will be put to 
individual committees over the next 
few weeks, ahead of the policy and 
resources committee and then Full 
Council meetings in February. 

Cllr Brown said: “I am not going to 
kid anyone that this is anything other 
than a horrible position to be in. 

“The Comprehensive Spending 
Review and the Government grant 
settlement have had a real impact on 


the council’s budget. 

“In the next four years, we must 
make £2.6 million worth of savings - 
this is almost a quarter of our current 
budget.” 

Cllr Brown added: “We have man¬ 
aged to freeze council tax so resi¬ 
dents who themselves face tough 
household budgets will not face 
greater strain. 

“But it is no secret how difficult 


things are for the council - the key is 
to be innovative and manage the 
problem over four years, rather than 
try to squeeze everything into one 
year. 

“None of us want to cut grants to 
community groups, make anyone 
redundant or reduce the level of 
service we provide but, unfor¬ 
tunately, we cannot pay for things 
when we don’t have the money any 
more.” 

The council has notified all staff 
who have been placed at risk of 
redundancy and is now going 
through the interview and consult¬ 
ation processes. 

Cllr Brown also plans to set 
£900,000 aside from the Govern¬ 
ment’s New Homes Bonus initiative 
to help fund the new district leisure 
centre. 

He said: “In future, we are going to 
have to work in partnership to 
provide the services which the dist¬ 
rict needs. 

“By working together we have a 
better opportunity to deliver at a 
local level. 

“We will not duck the difficult 
decisions and we will continue to 
make the tough but right choices in 
the future.”

'Good signs’ for 
property market 


ESTATE agents remain upbeat 
about the fortunes of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire's property market. 

Some say they are expecting no major 
changes but others are hopeful the 
market will improve. 

Jo Alderson, office manager at Tucker 
Gardner, said: “2010 was a good year, 
with signs of a return from the depths of 
recession to a more normalised market 
and we believe there will be an active 
sales market this year. 

“However, the secret to sales in 2011 
will be for sellers to accept realistic 
advice about property values. 

“There wiil be seasonal highs and 
lows, as ever, but overall we predict a 
relatively flat forecast for the next 12 
months with no sharp price swings.” 

David Clark, director at David Clark & 
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Company, said: “2010 closed with the 
usual disagreement amongst the 
experts as to whether prices went up, 
down or stayed the same. 

“Sales wise, the trend appeared to be 
if it was a quality property in a desirable 
location then it sold at a top price. 

“The New Year has begun with a VAT 
rise to 20 per cent. I don’t think it is 
sufficiently harsh in itself to bring about 
a ‘double dip’ and public sector job cuts 
are probably more of an issue, but I do 
think 2011 will be a year where the 
ability to negotiate and a willingness to 
compromise will be key.” 

Richard Booth, associate partner at 


Cheffins, said: “We have been encour¬ 
aged by how busy we have been over 
the traditionally slow December period 
and have agreed a greater number of 
sales than we did in December 2009, 
which gives us hope for the New Year. 

“Experts are predicting a difficult 
2011, as mortgage lending becomes 
tighter combined with many would-be 
buyers possibly having concerns over 
their work/financial situations. 

“However, we are cautiously optim¬ 
istic about the next 12 months.” 

Kayley Beeton, branch manager 
designate at Haart, added: “After a 
promising December with new listings 
stacked up for January, we are confident 
2011 will be a good strong sales year.”

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Wife of 
thief goes 
into labour 
- at court 

A DEFENDANT was 
told “we are not going 
to keep you longer than 
we need to” by magi¬ 
strates after his preg¬ 
nant wife went into 
labour in the court 
waiting room. 

James O’Driscoll, 20, 
appeared at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court to plead 
guilty to stealing batt¬ 
eries from Cam Alarms 
on Christmas Eve. 

But while his case 
was being heard his 
heavily pregnant wife 
went into labour in the 
court waiting room, 
with the contractions 
occurring just five 
minutes apart. 

After hearing the 
news, presiding magist¬ 
rate Phil King told 
O’Driscoll: “We are not 
going to keep you 
longer than we need 
to.” 

O’Driscoll, of The 
Laurels, Waterside, 
Isleham, pleaded guilty 
to theft and was given a 
12-month conditional 
discharge and ordered 
to pay £200 compen¬ 
sation and £85 costs. 

Michael Judkins, 
defending O’Driscoll, 
told the court his client 
and his wife already 
had a 10-month old 
child. 

He said: “It was 
Christmas coming up, 
and he had been out of 
work since September. 

“He just fell into 
temptation, he thought 
if he could put his 
hands on some money, 
it would be of benefit.”

Couple’s call to fix 
‘nightmare’ house 


Brothers join 
celebrity chef 
for fish fight 

BROTHERS - and fish and chip shop 
owners - Mark and Peter Petrou have 
thrown their support behind the 
national Fish Fight TV campaign. 

The siblings, who own fish and chip 
shops in Ely, Chatteris, March and 
Cambridge, have been working 
alongside celebrity chef Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall. 

The protest has been spearheaded 
to try and scrap Government laws 
which see millions of tonnes of 
perfectly-edible fish thrown back into 
the ocean. 

Fishermen are required to adhere to 
strict guidelines on specific consumer 
requirements and celebrity chefs have 
launched the campaign to axe the law. 

So far, without the programme 
having been broadcast, more than 
40,000 people have signed the 
petition. 

Mark said: “This is something my 
brother and I have always been 
passionate about - the law is 
ludicrous. 

“We’ve been working alongside 
Hugh looking at unnecessary wastage 
of fish and how we can use each and 
every fish that is caught. 

“It’s been a fantastic experience 
being involved and we would urge 
people to watch the programmes, see 
the problems for themselves and then 
back the campaign.”

POOR insulation and 
damp is turning a 
couple's lives into “night¬ 
mare”. 

The problem is so bad at 
times that they have had to 
move to a hotel or find altern¬ 
ative accommodation for their 
three young children. 

Martin Marsh, 22, Harriet 
Newman, 23, and their children 
moved into a three-bedroom 
Sanctuary Housing property in 
Ely Road, Stretham, just off the 
A10, in June last year. 

But problems started to 
emerge just days later. 

Over the past seven months, 
Sanctuary has had to move the 
family into hotels and find 
them alternative accommod¬ 
ation three times. 

The couple’s three children - 
Korline, 5, Phoebie, 3, and 
Ashleigh, 19 months - have 
even had to live at their grand¬ 
parents’ house at times because 
their home is “so cold and 
damp”. 

Miss Newman said: “The last 
seven months have been so 
depressing - it’s been a night¬ 
mare. 

“Everything seemed okay at 
first but we should have never 
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been allowed to move into it in 
the first place. 

“The damp is so bad that you 
can wipe the water off the walls 
at times. 

“There’s also no insulation in 
the loft and the windows are 
terrible - the house is freezing. 

“We have to have electric 
heaters on just to keep the 
children warm, that’s why 
they’ve spent a lot of time living 
at my dad’s. 

“We’ve been moved out three 
times in total but each time we 
return nothing’s changed.” 

The couple have also exper¬ 
ienced oil leaks and have not 
had heating inside the house. 

Miss Newman also fell 
through the stairs not long after 
moving in, where woodworm 
had caused the wood to rot. 

Miss Newman, who admits 
she has “broken down” on the 
phone to Sanctuary, said: “It’s 
been problem after problem 
but the main things that need 
addressing now are the damp 
and the lack of insulation. 

“We can’t go on living in a 
house like this - it’s not good 


for us or our children and the 
amount of colds the girls have 
had since we lived here is 
unbelievable. 

“We’ve complained const¬ 
antly to Sanctuary Housing and 
sometimes they deal with it and 
sometimes they don’t but re¬ 
plastering over damp walls is 
not the answer. 

“We think we’ve been patient 
up to now but we can’t be any 
longer.” 

Sanctuary East’s regional 
direct, Eamonn Dillon, said: 
“We are sorry to hear of Ms 
Newman’s experiences and 
would like to reassure her that 
we will act quickly on all repair 
requests. 

“A number of improvements 
have been already carried out 
to her home, including re¬ 
placing the kitchen, installing 
new flooring, plastering works 
and a new damp proof course. 

“In addition, we have also 
helped Ms Newman with any 
extra heating costs incurred as 
a result of the works. 

“Further improvement works 
are planned for the property 
and we will continue to liaise 
with Ms Newman on our pro¬ 
posals to ensure she is happy in 
her home.”

Man stalked ex-partner 
in bid 1o sort things out’ 


A MAN could be given a rest¬ 
raining order after he stalked and 
harassed his ex-partner. 

Timothy Bacon, 51, and Sarah Can- 
ham, his partner of 12 years, split up in 
lune last year after he accused her of 
having an affair, Ely Magistrates’ Court 
heard. 

But in November, he started to harass 
her at her places of work - St Mary’s 
Surgery and the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, both in Ely. 

Bacon, of Downham Road, Ely, 
appeared at the city’s magistrates’ court 
last Thursday, where he pleaded guilty to 
a charge of harassment. 

Penny Cannon, prosecuting, said the 
main incidents happened on November 
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21 and December 22. 

She said: “Bacon had been given a 
warning by police after turning up at St 
Mary’s Surgery and the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, where Miss Canham works. 

“But on November 21, he turned up at 
the hospital again insisting they needed 
to talk. 

“He had to be asked to leave by staff 
but then waited in the hospital car park 
for her. 

“Later in the day, Miss Canham went 
to Waitrose in Ely where he confronted 
her again, so he had stalked her. 

“She repeatedly asked him to leave her 


alone and his behaviour alerted security 
staff at Waitrose, who demanded he left 
the store. 

“Miss Canham didn’t want to get him 
in trouble with the police so stayed with 
staff until he had gone.” 

She added: “On December 22, Miss 
Canham was in Ely’s Market Street when 
Bacon approached her again. 

“She told him he was not supposed to 
be following her but he refused to leave. 

“She ran into a restaurant to get away 
and had to phone a friend to come and 
help her. 

“Her friend drove to meet her and she 
got in the car but Bacon then put his 
hands on the car windscreen to try and 
stop them. 

“Miss Canham then went to the police 


station to get help. A restraining order 
needs to be made to bring this to an 
end.” 

Michael ludkins, mitigating, said: 
“Despite how he felt about the sep¬ 
aration it wasn’t until November that this 
started. 

“He’s emotionally scarred and just 
wants to sort things out - he doesn’t want 
to scare her.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case until 
January 27 for pre-sentence reports to be 
prepared and warned Bacon they were 
considering a medium to high-level 
community order alongside the rest¬ 
raining order. 

He was released on conditional bail 
not to contact Miss Canham directly or 
indirectly.

Day of tragedy on local roads as two drivers killed 


A MAN who died after a crash on the A10 
has been named. 

Richard Bowles, 51, of St Martins 
Walk, Ely, died after his black Ford KA left 
the road last Wednesday. 

The crash happened at around 4.30pm 
about two miles south of the All23, at 
Stretham, near the Lazy Otter pub. 

Efforts were made to revive Mr Bowles 
but he was pronounced dead at the scene. 

Neighbours described their shock to 


the Weekly News after learning of his 
death and confirmed that he had lived 
alone. 

One neighbour said: “I only saw him 
walk past my window the other morning 
with shopping in his hands. 

“He seemed a nice man but led a very 
quiet life.” 

Another neighbour said: “I didn’t know 
him and very rarely saw him. 

“He kept himself to himself.” 


Police are urging anyone who 
witnessed the collision to call Pc Steve 
Edwards on 0345 4564564. 

The crash happened less than 24 hours 
after another man was killed after being 
involved in a collision in Stretham. 

David Adams, 55, of Orchard Way, 
Cowbit, near Spalding, in Lincolnshire, 
died when his blue Peugeot 206 was in 
collision with a silver Ford Mondeo on the 
All23, last Tuesday. 


The driver of the Ford, a 33-year-old 
man from the Ely area suffered minor 
injuries. 

Anyone with any information about the 
crash, which took place near the junction 
to the A10 at 5.35pm, is asked to contact 
Sgt Nigel Jennings on 0345 4564564. 

An inquest into Mr Adams’s death was 
opened and adjourned by William Morris, 
coroner for North and East 
Cambridgeshire, on Tuesday.

A MAN has admitted 
stealing more than 
£150,000 from his own 
mother. 

Denis Smith, 59, took 
£154,000 from his mum, Irene 
Smith’s bank account between 
March 20, 2005 and May 28, last 
year. 

Smith, of Clayway, Ely, app¬ 
eared at Ely Magistrates’ Court 
last and admitted the charge. 

He was charged with stealing 
£164,500 in total but admits 
that he stole £154,000. 

Magistrates declined juris¬ 
diction of the matter and 
committed the case to Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court, where 
Smith will be sentenced by a 
judge. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
Detective Sergeant Phil Rich¬ 
ardson, who investigated the 
case, said: “Mr Smith was 
brought to our attention by 
Cumbria Social Services. 

“They were caring for his 
mother at the time and re¬ 
located her to Littleport foll¬ 
owing an illness. That’s where 
she is now. 

“It came to us as a fraud case 
as Mr Smith hadn’t paid them

£135,000 in care costs but 
further investigations revealed 
the true extent of it all. 

“In interview, Mr Smith ad¬ 
mitted everything. He’d sold 
her house without her perm¬ 
ission, all her financial assets 
and taken money from her 
account. 

“He said he did it to pay for 
his son to go to university but 
admitted he took much more. 

“We’ve been investigating the 
case since July and it’s been 
very complex. 

“Once he has been sent¬ 
enced at court, Cumbria Social 
Services will then be asking for 
£135,000 compensation.” 

At magistrates’ court, Phil 
King, presiding magistrate, also 
made an order for any of the 
unspent money to be confi¬ 
scated under section 70 of the 
Proceeds of Crime Act. 

A date for the sentencing is 
yet to be arranged. 

Smith was released on un¬ 
conditional bail.

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Plans for tyre fire 
site spark outrage

PLANS to change the use of a tyre 
reprocessing plant where a massive 
blaze broke out have been blasted 
by residents and councillors. 

Planning bosses at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) are being urged to 
refuse proposals to re-open the Murfitts site 
in Littleport as a rubber granule storage 
facility. 

As reported in the Weekly News, Murfitts 
Industries Ltd has applied for permission to 
change the use of the site on Wisbech Road 
from a tyre granulation site to outside 
storage of rubber granules. 

Littleport Parish Council wants ECDC to 
reject the bid. Its report on the plan said: “It 
is an unanimous decision that the 
application is wholly inappropriate at this 
location due to its close proximity to 
domestic dwellings. 

“A number of issues were raised, 
including no security at night, no signage 
on gates, no fire brakes and fear of further 
spontaneous combustion. 

“Members feel that the district council 
should be asked to consider an 
enforcement order to eliminate any future 
risk to people’s health and wellbeing by 
removing the product from the site as soon

as possible.” 

Concerned residents also blasted the 
proposals. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of the 
Littleport Society, said: “I’m sure I speak on 
behalf of each of our 1,300 members when I 
say this site should never be re-opened 
again. 

“We have given council officers our 
opinion and hope they will listen carefully. 

“The site is totally unsuitable for such 


development - it is too close to people’s 
houses and the village. To re-develop the 
site would be ludicrous.” 

Michael Brazier, of Wisbech Road, said: “I 
hope the council does the right thing and 
refuses the application. The fire in 2009 was 
huge and its affects on nearby residents 
were devastating but it wasn’t the first to 
happen there. 

“We cannot take the risk of this 
happening again.” 

More than 2,000 tonnes of shredded 
rubber product caught fire at the recycling 
plant on August 21,2009. 

Thick, black smoke caused misery for 
local residents and business owners for 
weeks after they were told to keep their 
premises sealed. 

The fire continued for seven weeks before 
the flames were finally extinguished. 

The owners of the firm are to stand trial at 
Crown court charged with treating, keeping 
or disposing of controlled waste in a 
manner likely to cause pollution of the 
environment or harm to human health, 
contrary to two sections of the 
Environmental Protection Act 1990. 

A spokesman for the district council said 
the proposals were still going through the 
“planning process”.

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Plan for ‘green’ 
mushroom farm 


A MUSHROOM farm could be 
built in Littleport, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Local firms G’s Growers and Produce 
Global Solutions (PGS) have announced 
plans to develop a state-of-the-art, 
environmentally-friendly mushroom 
farm on the outskirts of the village. 

The facility is earmarked for a site at 
May Farm on Mildenhall Road - north 
east of Littleport. 

The plans have been unveiled ahead of 
a formal planning application due to be 
submitted next month. 

As part of the scheme, bosses also want 
to build a 2.5 megawatt anaerobic dig¬ 
estion plant next to the farm. 

They say that, by using the organic 
waste from the company’s crop-growing 
operations in the area, they could harness 
enough power to run the new facilities. 
Any surplus electricity would be fed back 
to the national grid to provide electricity 
to nearby homes and businesses. 

If approved, the scheme would create 
more than 100 jobs. 

Mark Haynes, managing director of 
PGS, said: “It is really important to me 
that we have the opportunity to invest 
locally rather than seek out other areas to

develop the new farm and growing 
operation. 

“As a locally raised and educated 
person, I am sure this will have a positive 
knock-on effect for a large number of 
people. 

“The development of the growing 
operation will enable G's Growers and 
PGS to remain competitive in the market 
place and ensure that the businesses 
continue to thrive and grow in the future.” 

In addition, Mr Haynes expects the 
proposals will draw investment to the 
area to benefit other local companies. 

The farm would provide locally- 
sourced mushrooms to companies across 
the region and the continent.

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£30k to help Eliot get back on track 


FRIENDS and family of a young car 
crash victim have raised £30,000 to 
help him undergo an intensive 
rehabilitation programme. 

Eliot Ronaldson was just 19 years 
old and was about to start university 
when he was involved in an accident.

We 
felt the centre offered a unique 
approach to providing holistic and 
intensive assessment and therapy for 
people like Eliot, successfully helping 
them regain their independence, 
establish relationships with family and 
friends and re-engage in education or 
work opportunities.” 

To pay for Mr Ronaldson’s treatment 
at the centre, family and friends have 
been busy fundraising and have raised 
the £30,000 needed. Brother-in-law 
Ross Stewart took part in a triathlon in 
Bedford, where Mr Ronaldson and his 
family are from, and another brother- 
in-law took part in a half Iron Man 
competition in Texas. 


Dr Jill Winegardner, lead 
psychologist at the centre, said: “Eliot’s 
family and friends not only raised the 
£30,000 needed for his treatment, but 
exceeded their target and continue to 
raise money to help others at the 
centre. 

“Through their amazing 
commitment, Eliot is now here with us 
and is progressing well through the 18- 
week rehabilitation programme. 

“We have every intention of helping 
Eliot achieve the very best outcomes 
and lead a rich and fulfilling life.” 

Mr Ronaldson said: “I’m looking 
forward to being able to set and 
accomplish goals again, both in terms 
of employment and relationships - 
basically, my aim is to get my life back 
to how it should be!”

Injury figures fall across district 


WORKING in the Ely area 
is proving less hazardous - 
although employers are 
being warned that there is 
no room for complacency 
when it comes to health 
and safety. 

Figures revealed by the 
Health and Safety Exec¬ 
utive (HSE) show that there 
were fewer injuries during 
2009/10 in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire than during 
2008/09. 

In 2008/09, there were a 
total of 194 injuries in the 
district - one of which was 
fatal. Of those, 131 were 
‘over three days in hospital’ 
injuries and 62 were class¬ 


ed as major injuries. 

In 2009/10, the total 
number of injuries drop¬ 
ped to 157 with 108 ‘over 3- 
days’ injuries and 49 class¬ 
ed as major injuries. 

Across all of Cambridge¬ 
shire, East Cambridgeshire 
had the lowest number of 
injuries during both per¬ 
iods. 

Cambridge city exper¬ 
ienced the most, with 440 
injuries in total during 
2008/09 and 374 in 
2009/10. 

Heather Bryant, regional 
director for the HSE in the 
East of England, welcomed 
the fall in injury figures but 


expressed concern that 
overhead power lines had 
caused a worrying number 
of “potentially fatal near 
misses”. 

She said fears had been 
raised following the elect¬ 
rocution of three men 
while setting up a rugby 
post near a power line at 
King’s School Ely last year. 

Another man also suff¬ 
ered electric shocks after 
he came into contact with 
an overhead power line in 
Littleport in the spring. 

Mrs Bryant said: “Putting 
in place simple, straight¬ 
forward health and safety 
measures can save lives.”

JULY 

TRADERS in Forehill, Ely, 
joined forces in a bid to 
boost footfall in their 
street and prevent 
independent shops from 
closing down. 

Hilda and Sam Pease, 
from Little Downham, 
were left shocked and 
saddened after mindless 
yobs destroyed a tree 
planted in Ely’s Jubilee 
Gardens in memory of 
their son Ken. 

Callum Fairhurst, 13, 
the brother of 
inspirational Soham 
cancer fundraiser Liam 
Fairhurst was awarded a 
prestigious Diana Award 
for continuing his 
sibling’s fundraising 
legacy. 

Controversial plans to 
close Ely Magistrates’ 
Court resurfaced, just 
months after the historic 
building was given a last- 
minute reprieve. 

Artists impressions of 
what the new Ely Leisure 
Complex could look like 
were unveiled to the 
public for the first time, 
and focused on land off 
Downham Road on the 
outskirts of the city. 

A triple stabbing in 
Ely’s Market Street left 
city residents in shock 
and four men received 
stab wounds. Two 
teenagers from London 
were later questioned by 
police and charged with 
causing GBH.

Police discovered a 
cannabis factory stuffed 
with £1.75million worth 
of drugs at Tree Farm in 
Hill Row, Haddenham. It 
was the biggest cannabis 
farm to be discovered in 
Cambridgeshire. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
announced new 
proposals to regulate 
cafes and tearooms’ use 
of outdoor tables in a bid 
to spruce up Ely’s streets. 
The plans were branded 
as “unnecessary red tape” 
by cafe owners. 

Residents said their 
lives were being put at 
risk at a “dangerous” 
crossing in Angel Drove, 
nearTesco. 

Almost 3,000 people 
grooved the evening away 
at Ely’s first ever Boogie in 
the Park concert. 

AUGUST 

Teacher Hannah Totman 
announced ambitious 
plans to set up her own 
secondary ‘free school’ in 
Ely, insisting it was the 
“ideal place” for the new 
facility. 

Ely’s town crier Avril 
Hayter-Smith was left 
feeling “upset” and 
“annoyed” after another 
town crier was invited to 


an event she wasn’t. The 
city’s branch of Barclays 
bank held a party to 
celebrate its 250th 
anniversary but invited 
another town crier 
instead of her. 

Disheartened market 
traders discovered they 
had their pleas ignored, 
despite months of 
campaigning and that 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council was to 
increase their charges by 
58 per cent. 

However, they were 
later given a last-minute 
discount after yet another 
public backlash. 

Furious motorists 
called for council bosses 
to upgrade Ely’s height- 
restricted railway bridge 
in a bid to prevent 
vehicles from crashing 
into it. 

Plans to build almost 
100 new homes on land 
north-west of Regal Drive, 
Soham, were given the 
green light by planning 
chiefs. 

Police vowed to take 
action to tackle gangs of 
drunken louts from 
plaguing the picturesque 
grounds of Ely Cathedral 
following complaints 
from staff and tourists. 

A group of parents and 
teachers from St Andrew’s 


Primary School in Soham 
launched a fundraising 
campaign to bring a 
derelict outdoor 
swimming pool at the 
school back into use. 

Bosses at Energy Power 
Resources Ltd, which 
owns Elean Power Station 
in Sutton, admitted 
breaching health and 
safety laws following the 
death of father-of-three 
Soham man Gary Darnell 
in September, 2008. 

Cllr Owen Winters, a 
member of Little 
Downham Parish 
Council, was banned 
from attending meetings 
after he was found guilty 
of disrespecting his 


colleagues. 

SEPTEMBER 

The Right Reverend 
Stephen Conway was 
named as the new Bishop 
of Ely. 

Frustrated shopkeepers 
in Forehill, Ely, urged 
disabled motorists to stop 
parking outside their 
stores, saying they were 
making it difficult for 
people to access their 
businesses. 

A bold new extension 
to Ely Police Station was 
branded as “hideous” and 
a waste of taxpayers’ 
money. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader

whatsoever to come to 
the city. 

Stephen Layn, owner of 
The Home furniture store 
in Littleport, was told he 
could face prosecution by 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council over 
alleged planning 
condition breaches. 

A new skills centre 
worth around £500,000 
took on its first learners at 
the City of Ely 
Community College. 

A survey commissioned 
by the BBC, showed that 
East Cambridgeshire was 
rated as 45th most 
resilient places in the 
country. 

OCTOBER 

Ely city councillors raised 
concerns over the future 
of The Makings, stating 
the building is closed 
longer than it is open and 
that fewer functions are 
being held at the 
distinguished community 
hubs. Residents also 
raised concerns, although 
management at the 
facility assured people 
things were running 
smoothly. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council introduced new 
rules ordering hundreds 
of lorry drivers to steer 
clear of village roads in 
East Cambridgeshire, 
much to the relief of local 
residents. Villages 
including Sutton, 
Haddenham and 
Wilburton benefited from 
the new agreement. 

Mindless vandals 
damaged the war 
memorial in Littleport 
just weeks after it was 
spruced up. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council 
announced plans to 
introduce non¬ 
consumption of alcohol 
designation orders in four 
more green spaces in Ely 
in a bid to crack down on 
drunken louts blighting 
them. 

District councillors 
approved the concept 
design for Ely’s multi¬ 
million pound new 
leisure complex. 


Work on the new Scout 
and Guide hut in Soham 
started after a vigorous 
four-year fundraising 
campaign. 

Three antique fire 
engines precious to Ely 
moved one step closer to 
being put on public 
display after trustees of 
the Prickwillow Engine 
Museum vowed to take 
them on. 

Taxi firm owners across 
East Cambridgeshire were 
jubilant after district 
council plans to 
introduce controversial 
new vehicle regulations 
were ditched. The move 
could have forced many 
cabbies out of business. 

The owners of Murfitts 
Industries Ltd in 
Littleport appeared in 
court for the first time 
following a massive blaze 
at the site in 2009. 
Representatives of the 
firm pleaded not guilty to 
breaching health and 
safety laws. 

A project was launched 
to recreate a wildflower 
meadow on Ely Common. 

Wildlife experts were 
called in to study bat 
activity at Soham Village 
College after concerns 
were raised for their 
future over plans to 
relocate the school’s 
tennis courts. The study 
later proved any bat 
activity would not be 
affected and the plans 
were approved. 

Major plans to build a 
35-acre solar energy farm 
on land in Wilburton were 
unveiled to the public and 
were given widespread 
support. If approved, it 
would make it the largest 
solar energy farm in the 
region. 

NOVEMBER 

Tributes were paid to 
inspirational teacher 
Katherine Colson, 28, of 
Black Horse Drove, 
Littleport, who was killed 
after being hit by a car 
while out jogging along 
Ten Mile Bank. 

A Weekly News 


investigation discovered 
taxpayers had footed bills 
of more than £200 to take 
council bosses at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council to Buckingham 
Palace garden parties and 
other functions in taxis. 
The revelations sparked 
outrage among residents. 

Pauline Baker, owner of 
well-known Ely antiques’ 
shop Morlands, 
announced she was to 
close the business in 
December due to rising 
business rates and falling 
visitor numbers to Ely. 

It was announced 
thousands of children 
were set to lose out on the 
chance to play 
competitive sport after 
the Schools Sports 
Partnership, based at 
Witchford Village College, 
was axed. 

DECEMBER 

A traditional real 
Christmas tree was 
ordered for Ely’s Market 
Place following the 
problems with an 
artificial imported tree 
the previous year. 

Community leaders 
raised concerns that 
budget supermarket Aldi 
was backing out of plans 
to move to Ely, but the 
company insisted it was 
still keen to open a store 
in the city after planning 
permission was granted 
in August, 2008. 

Takeaway owners in Ely 
voiced their fury aker 
plans to open a new pizza 
parlour in Forehill were 
approved by councillors. 
Fast food owners insisted 
there were enough 
takeaways in the city. 

Multi-million pound 
upgrades to Ely’s railway 
network were given the 
green light by the 
Department for 
Transport. 

The news was 
welcomed by community 
leaders, although 
councillors insisted the 
need for a southern 
bypass in the city was 
now greater than ever.

ognised the importance of acting 
without delay on child protection 
incidents, adding that safety and 
security arrangements for the 
premises in Barton Road, Ely, were 
“robust”. 

The unit provides education for 
Key Stage 4 students from across 
East Cambridgeshire as an altern¬ 
ative to mainstream school. 

Its aims are to encourage young 
people aged 11-18 to engage in 
education and expand their career 
opportunities. 

David Colbran, headteacher, 
said: “We are all very pleased with 
this recognition of the work that we 
do at the unit. 

“The well-being and safe¬ 
guarding of the students is at the 
forefront of all that we do. 

“Only when the students feel 
safe and trust the adults working 


with them can learning take place.” 

The report praised the support 
of key workers, which enabled 
students to form good relation¬ 
ships and build social skills. 

During the assessment, students 
praised key workers for helping 
them to settle in and start to make 
“safe” friendships in the unit. 

The report said: “Bullying and 
harassment are not tolerated. 

“There are effective conciliation 
policies in place to ensure that 
students resolve differences early 
in their placement at the setting. 

“Communication with other 
professionals working with the 
students is continual to ensure 
there are no loopholes or duplic¬ 
ations and students are safe.” 

As a result of the inspection, 
Ofsted advised the unit to raise 
awareness among vulnerable 
students about the risks of 
unwanted attention by un-vetted 
adults when leaving the premises 
at break or lunchtime.

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Students go home 
as water supply cut 

SECONDARY school pupils were sent 
home on Tuesday afternoon after 
water supplies were cut off in 
Witchford. 

Residents, shops, businesses and 
schools in the village discovered they 
had no water at around 10.30am. 

The supply came back on at around 
12.30pm. 

Witchford Village College pupils 
were sent home just after noon, but 
the village’s Rackham Primary School 
remained open. 

David Taylor, college principal, said: 
“We had to send pupils home - we had 
no toilets, no drinking water or school 
dinners. 

“The decision was made at noon to 
arrange for pupils to go home and, 
unfortunately, it came back on at 
12.30pm. 

“Anglian Water did warn us, 
however, that it could take around 
four hours to come back on.” 

A spokesman for Anglian Water said 
the cause was a “closed valve”. 

He said: “We have been conducting 
some planned maintenance in the 
Witchford area, which temporarily 
affected the supply to some areas of 
the village. 

“Our engineers were alerted to a 
loss of water outside of the planned 
interruption and acted quickly to 
resolve this. 

“The cause was a closed valve which 
didn’t become apparent until the 
supply was turned off. 

“Areas of the village were without 
water for just over an hour as a result. 
We apologise for any inconvenience 
during this time.”

THE KING’S SPEECH

“THE British are coming!” 
screenwriter Colin Welland 
famously declared in 1982 
when he collected his Oscar 
for Chariots Of Fire. Almost 30 
20 years later, his prophecy 
seems to be coming true. 
Slumdog Millionaire was the 
toast of Tinseltown in 2008, 
garnering almost every trophy 
in sight, and now The King’s 
Speech is poised to do the 
same, and win Colin Firth a 
well-deserved Academy 
Award into the bargain. 

His portrayal of King George 
VI in Tom Hooper’s majestic 
comedy drama is 
heartrending. 

Firth is matched laugh for 
laugh by Geoffrey Rush in 
imperious form, and the cream 
of homegrown acting talent 
provides illustrious support, 
including Timothy Spall as 
Winston Churchill. 

The King’s Speech is an 
impeccably crafted chapter 
from recent British history that 
charts a remarkable and 
unlikely friendship between 
two men from opposite sides 
of the class divide.

Springing forward to 
a snowdrop fantasy 


” pi the depths of winter, 
television gardening expert 
.Carol Klein cannot wait 
until spring when she can 
wander through the woodland 
area of her Devon garden to 
see what gems are emerging. 

“I love that feeling of intimacy and 
enclosure in my woodland garden,” 
she enthuses. 

“I've chosen plants which typify 
the setting, starting off the year with 
snowdrops, which resist any amount 
of wind yet those heavy bell flowers 
stay suspended on little, skinny stems 
which allow them to move around 
without coming to any harm. Left to 
their own devices they will colonise 
and spread.” 

Woodland gardens traditionally 
welcome plants which will thrive in 
shade, or at least dappled shade. 
Snowdrops are followed by a 
succession of other bulbs, hellebores 
and pulmonarias, primroses, 
springtime trilliums and 
erythroniums (dog tooth violets), 
woodruff, wood anemones and 
bluebells in the shady garden. 

Epimediums are among Carol's 
favourite woodland plants. They will

thrive even in dry, dense shade and 
are grown primarily for their foliage; 
heart-shaped leaves borne on wiry 
stems and changing colour as the 
season progresses. 

When planting epimediums 
among tree roots, add plenty of 
humus-rich material around the roots 
but avoid strong manure as 
epimediums, in their natural habitat, 
would be fed by leaf litter. 

“In March, our native primrose is 
at home among oak leaves and 
ferns,” she says. 

“If the primrose was a new 
introduction from some far-off place, 
gardeners would fight each other to 
possess it. Perfect pale flowers with 
an egg-yolk centre held on stems the 
colour of baby birds above rosettes of 
dark, crinkled leaves, the primula 


epitomises the coming of spring. 

“In its natural habitat it seeds itself 
around, each new plant becoming an 
established clump, spreading out 
gradually in search of nutrients 
among the debris of leaves and moss. 
Initially in the garden, though, it 
needs a helping hand. It is a sociable 
plant and always looks its best in 
colonies.” 

Her observations are detailed in 
Life In A Cottage Garden , a new six- 
part BBC Two series which started 
last Friday, accompanied by a tie-in 
book. 

If you have a shady spot with a 
canopy of trees, rake up the leaves in 
autumn and make as much leaf 
mould as you can, she advises, which 
can then be used as a mulch or to 
enrich other parts of the garden. Use 
some as a natural mulch around trees 
and groups of larger plants, but keep 
mulch away from young plant stems, 
as it can rot them if too much. 

“Don’t just leave the fallen leaves, 
because they may be hiding some of 
your tiny treasures such as 
erythroniums and pretty Epimedium 
grandiflorum and versicolor. Don’t 
leave fallen leaves on hellebores 
because they grow so close to one 
another that any disease will spread.” 


Research the plants you want to 
incorporate in your woodland area, 
as some have different needs to 
others. 

“You need to put things in places 
you know they would grow naturally. 
Epimedium versicolor, for instance, 
will grow in very dry shade and will 
grow in tree roots, but that wouldn't 
work with trilliums because they 
need a good root run.” 

Whatever the soil type in your 
woodland space, the ground will 
need to be well prepared. Weed areas 
and dig well-rotted manure or 
compost into the ground, especially 
in areas of dry shade, where plants 
may take a bit longer to establish. 
Once they are planted, water them 
well and cover them with a mulch of 
leaf mould or compost, which will 
help retain moisture. 

Even in small woodland comers, 
make space for a mstic seat where 
you can relax and enjoy this shady 
spot on a hot day. Before you know 
it, summer will be here and you can 
take shelter in your cool, quiet 
woodland haven.

‘Green’ grants 
kickstart new era 

GOVERNMENT grants of up to £5,000 are now 
available for motorists buying electric or ultra- 
low emission cars. 

Transport Secretary Philip Hammond has 
hailed the £43 million scheme as the start of 
“an exciting green revolution.” 

But most of the nine cars eligible for the grant 
will still cost well over £20,000, even taking 
into account the £5,000 discount. Also, the 
Electrical Contractors’ Association (ECA) has 
expressed concerns about whether the 
necessary infrastructure is in place for the 
scheme to succeed. 

Only three of the vehicles - the Mitsubishi 
iMiEV, the Smart fortwo electric drive, and the 
Peugeot iON (pictured above) - are so far 
available. The other six vehicles will be 
available from March to early 2012 and include 
the Vauxhall Ampera, which will cost more than 
£28,000 - taking into account the Government 
grant. 

The other vehicles are the Citroen C-Zero, the 
Nissan Leaf, the Tata Vista EV, the Toyota Prius 
Plug-in and the Chevrolet Volt. Further vehicles 
will become available later this year. 

The Government grant is for up to a quarter 
of the cost of an electric car up to a maximum 
of £5,000. All those purchasing these vehicles 
will be exempt from vehicle excise duty car tax.
